Key Members of 
British Cabinet 
To Try Easing 
Finance Crisis 


By the Associated Press 


Two key members of the 


British cabinet sailed from 
Southampton today for talks 
in Washington aimed at eas- 
ing the B r i t i s h financial 
crisis. 


Sir Stafford Cripps, chan- 


cellor of the Exchequer, and 
Ernest Bevin, foreign secre- 
tary, left England on what 
Bevin called "probably one 
of the most important mis- 
sions in history." 


The two •were accompanied by 


13 aides and experts -who will 
assist in the presentation of 
20,000 word brief 
on Britain's 


financial problems and suggested 
solutions at the conference with 
Canadian and United States ex- 
perts opening Sept. 7. 


The British plan was not dis- 


ci o s e d. However, authoritative 
sources said it called for the for- 
mation 
of 
an 
Anglo-American 


Council to aid British manufac- 
turers in reaching the American 
market. The plan was said to 
urge a lowering of American tar- 
iffs and contained provisions that 
Britain will try to cut government 
spending and 
increase factory 


output, without increasing costs. 


In Washington, government offi- 


cials said the Truman administra- 
tion wants to make it easier lor 
British and other foreign goods to 
enter the United States. The gov- 
ernment is preparing legislation 
to simplify and modernize cus- 
toms regulations. The British gov- 
ernment has urged the easing of 
restrictions to allow more British- 
made goods to find then- way to 
American markets, and thus re- 
lieve the dollar problem. 


"Try More Tricks 
Brig. Gen. Frank L. Howley, 


the American chief in Berlin, said 
at his final news conference be- 
fore retirement that Russia will 
try more tricks to oust the west- 
ern allies from Berlin. He said: 


"They will keep trying tricks 


and pressure as long as they think 
they can get away with it." 


He predicted Berlin will again 


become the capital of a united 
Germany. 


In London, diplomatic officials 


said restrictions on the sale of 
military equipment to Yugoslavia 
may be eased shortly by the Uni- 
ted States and Britain. The move 
to aid Premier Marshal Tito, who 
is fueding with the Soviet Union, 
will be discussed by Bevin when 
he meets U. S. Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson 
in 
Washington, 


these sources said. 


The Chinese Communist threat 


to Canton, provinsional National- 
ist capital, gained force today. 
Red irregulars invaded Kwan- 
tong province and captured Ping- 
yun, 210 miles northeast of Can- 
ton. A Communist drive towards 
Lungchun, 145 miles from Canton 
was also reported. 


The Bolivian government de- 


clared in La Paz that National 
forces have smashed the Cocha- 
bamba stronghold of rightist reb- 
els. The Bolivian general staff an- 
nounced some 2,000 government 
troops have encircled Cochabam-j 
ba. The Bolivian radio said rebel 
leaders fled by plane. 


Cochabamba is one of three 


cities seized by the rebels, led by 
the national revolutionary party 
(MNR). The revolt broke out 
Saturday in the Andes mountain 
tin region.

On Wage And Hour 
Law To Exempt 
200,000 Workers 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
31—(ff)— 


The Senate today rejected a sub- 
stitute for the 
administration's 


plan to raise the minimum wage 
from 40 cents to 75 cents an hour. 


The substitute, offered by Sen- 


ator Ellender (D-La), was beaten 
on a roll call vote of 51 to 26. 


It would have fixed the mini- 


mum at 65 cents hourly until the 
end of 1950, then geared it to 
changes in living costs. 


Another Ellender proposal to 


set the minimum at 70 cents also 
was quickly defeated by a voice 
vote. 


The Senate still had to act on 


other proposed changes in the 
bill before reaching a final vote. 
The House already has passed a 
similar measure.

Want Gas Tax 
Referendum 


Petitions lo be

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 31— 


(/P)—Referendum petitions to send 
the gasoline tax increase law to 
the people will be 
circulated 


throughout the state by next 
week, backers said today. 


Some of the printed petition 


blanks already have been print- 
ed. The wfiSle" Batch is expected 
to be ready within days. Signers 
will be sought in cities like St. 
Louis yet this week. 


It is the effort principally of 


"four organizations to defeat the 
new law which would double 
Missouri's present gasoline tax of 
two cents a gallon. 
The added 


money would be used by the state 
highway 
commission 
to 
build 


rural roads and to extend and im- 
prove the present major high- 
way system. 


The bill's supporters failed in 


their attempt to get an emerg- 
ency clause adopted when the bill 
passed the legislature last June. 
The clause would have put the 
law into effect immediately. 


Supporters of the new but as 


yet 
inoperative 
law said the 


clause would have permitted an 
immediate start on getting rural 
roads built—get Missouri farm- 
ers "out of the mud." 


But the opposing organizations 


said the real reason was to block 
any effort at a popular vote on 
the law. 


Under Missouri's constitution, 


a law may be referred to the peo- 
ple if five per cent of the voters 
in each of at least nine of the 
13 congressional districts sign ref- 
erendum petitions. 


If the effort is successful, the 


law will be held inoperative and 
the vole will come in the next 
general 
election, in November,

seemed worse than the first. To- 
kyo houses were demolished, sev- 
eral fires raged and streets were 
cluttered with debris.

ped the seas into a fury-

line. 


First Japanese reports said a

—-The American Legion called on 
the United States today to sup- 
port "any patriotic groups or or-

would light Communists. 


The resolution, drafted by the 


Legion's foreign relations com- 
mittee, was adopted unanimously. 
A contrary proposal, reported un- 
der discussion early this week, 
to "write off" China as losl was 
not offered. 


The Legion's 31st annual con- 


vention adopted the resolution 
which asserts that: 


"Our 
long friendship and parti- 


cipation in common causes with 
the Chinese impels us to reject 
defeatism 
and abandonment ol 


this area to Communist aggres- 
sors." 


The veterans organization mov- 


ed to "appeal to the Chinese 
people to throw out all foreign 
ideologies which are aimed at es- 
tablishment 
of 
totalitarianism 


domination of the Chinese people 
in the interest of a foreign po- 


•er." 
The resolution did not specify 


what it meant by "support." 


It urged the U. S. government 


to "lend its immediate aid in 


under 
wtnild 


unite "those freedom loving na- 
tions of the Pacific and Far East- 
ern area to preserve individual 
liberties." 
Endorses The UN 
The convention adopted unani- 


mously these other resolutions of 
the foreign policy committee: 


Endorsement of the United Na- 


tions, the Marshal .plan and the 
North Atlantic Pact. 


"We urge the Pact countries," 


the resolution asserts, "to help 
in the strengthening of the United 
Nations charter so that eventually 
it will be the United Nations and 
'not the North Atlantic countries 
that will police world aggressors." 


"We are opposed to communism 


under any cloalc. 
Appeasement 


of the aggressors constitutes sur- 
render of our freedom on the 
installment plan." 


"We urge the state department

Vaughau Asserts 
It had Nothing 
Connecting it 
To Pardon Case

WASHINGTON. Aug. 31 


_(>p)_Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan told Senators to- 
day the FBI once looked 
into—and found groundless 
—a charge that he accepted 
a 510,000 bribe to "fix" an 
income tax case. 


The big White House military 


aide also acknowledged that he 
got a Democratic campaign con- 
tribuUon last fall from a lawyer 
who had come to him earlier 
seeking a pardon for a man con- 
victed of black market liquor 
deals. But Vaughan insisted there 
was no connection between those 
events and the parole given to 
the convicted man. 


Senator McCarthy (R-Wis.) fir- 


ed the questions about the two 
incidents. It was a 
sometimes 


stormy session during -which Mc- 
Carthy declared he was with- 
drawing a statement he made 
yesterday. 


At that time, McCarthy said 'he 


had the feeling all along—and 
still felt—that Vaughan did not 
profit personally from any of his 
various 
intercessions 
with the 


government. 


"I am going to ask that the last 


half of that statement be stricken 
from the record," McCarthy said 
today, "that part'in which I said 
that still was my opinion." 
Law Partner of MeAdoo 
Vaughan identified the lawyer 


in the pardon case as William H. 
Nebleit and described him as a 
law partner of the late Senator 
William Gibbs MeAdoo of Califor- 
nia. Vaughan said the convicted 
liquor black marketer was Robert 
Gould of Cincinnati. 


As for the campaign contribu- 


tion, Vaughan said ""I don't think 
it could have been over a couple 
of hundred dollars." 


When McCarthy suggested there 


might be some link between the 
contribution and Gould's parole, 
Vaughan said: 


"I don't think that had a thing 


to do with it, Senator." 


Concerning Neblett's visit to 


lim in connection with the Gould 
case, Vaughan said he referred 
Neblett to the Justice Department. 


Vaughan said the FBI investiga- 


tion of the report of a "fix" in 
an income tax case came about 
as the result of a "request of the 
member of the press" to the FBI. 


He never did identify this mem- 


ber of the press. 


Charge Bitter Campaign 
But Col. C. J. Mara, assistant 


White House military aide, later 
said that for some lime before 
:he investigation a "vicious cam- 
paign" had been carried on again- 
st Vaughan by columnist Drew 
Pearson. 


Mara was put in the witness 


chair and testified that he had 
talked with the FBI about it and 
was informed that Vaughan was 
'completely exonerated." 


Later, Mara said the man he 


talked with was Peyton Ford, as- 
sistant attorney general. He said 
Ford had the FBI files brought 
n but that he (Mara) did not 
see them. 


McCarthy kept pounding away 


with questions as to whether 
there had not been an FBI in- 
vestigation of charges that Vaugan 
had exerted his influence in an 
effort 
to get more grain 
for 


liquor companies when grain was 
short and rationed. 


Bolh Vaughan and Mara insist- 


ed they never had heard of any 
such investigation. 


As to the income tax case, 


Vauphan said FBI Director J. 
Idgar Hoover informed him he 
had been "accused of accepting a 
bribe for a promise to fix an in- 
come 'tax case."

Conservation Problems Should 
Be Attended to by Lawmakerg 


By Bruce Biossat 


The steady exhaustion of the world's natural 


resources in the face of mounting population 
drew a lot of attention last year, largely be- 
cause two extremely readable books on the 
subject were published. 


How to protect failing resources and develop 


new ones still does not command, however, the 
time and thought it deserves in parliaments 
and cabinets throughout the world. 
Lawmak- 


ers here and abroad manage to talk about 
everything but conservation — one of the most 
elemental factors in world political and econo- 
mic life. 


But now, fortunately, the United Nations is 


delving into conservation and population prob- 
lems. Some 400 scientists from 50 countries are 
gathered in a three-week conference devoted to 
the question of how to stop the rapid depletion 
of vital resources and bring them in line with 
population needs. 
The meeting is a healthy 


sign. 


After the books by William Vogt and Fair- 


field Osborn appeared last year, they were 
branded by some people as "alarmist." 
Some 


rather strained efforts were made to disprove 
their thesis that population may soon outrun 
the essentials of life. 


None of these attempts tried to deny popula- 


tion growth or the dwindling of resources in 
soil, timber, minerals and the like. 
Instead, 


they pinned hope on science and technology to 
save the situation before starvation and simi- 
lar crises develop. 


Anyone must wish this will occur, for other- 


wise the outlook is dark indeed. 
Osborn told 


the UN conferences of scientists that the world's 
population will soar from the present two bil- 
lion to three billion in 50 years. And a Cana- 
dian mineral resources chief warned that the 
time may not be far off when our best known 
sources of key materials will be used up. 


With the- staggering potentialities of atomic 


energy on the horizon, it would be foolish to 
predict that the world will not be bailed out of 
this tightening dilemma. Trygve Lie, UN sec- 
retary-general, told the delegates a fuller use 
of science in developing resources might lead 
to successful support of a vastly expanded pop- 
ulation at a much higher standard of living 
than now prevails. 


Yet the fear lingers that lost resources may 


never quite be matched. Many of the depleted 
materials were high grade, easy to mine or 
use, relatively close to population centers where 
they were needed. 
, 


We may be able to put amazing new life 


in worn-out soils; to devise syntheics and other 
substitutes; to extract great untapped mineral 
stores from remote places, or to refine low- 
grade ores now commercially unusable. 


But who can be confident that these an- 


swers, however ingenious, will not be much 
more costly than we would like? Unless atomic 
furnaces bring us remarkably cheap power, a 
lower standard of living will be the outcome. 


The world will welcome all the benefits 


science can yield. 
But meantime lawmakers 


everywhere ought to put conservation high on 
their agenda, as a hedge against a future that 
may not be quite as bright as they so blithely 
' imagine. 


• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Iranians Pulling on Backstage 
Squeeze For Big 
World Bank Loan

(Ed. Note — While Drew Pearson is on va- 


cation, the Washington Merry-Go-Round is 
being written by his old partner, Bobert S. 
Allen.) 


WASHINGTON, August 31 — The Iranian 


government 
is attempting a new backstage 


squeeze for a big U. S. handout. 


It is a demand for a $250,000.000 world bank 


loan. 


The proposal was sprung by A. H. Ebtehaj, 


head of the Iranian state bank and a governor 
of the World Bank. 
He is due here next 


month for a meeting of bank governors. 


Meanwhile, Ebtehaj is trying to put on the 


heat in Teheran. 
He has told U. S. officials 


there that Iran is entitled to the same kind 
of monetary and military aid the U. S. is giving 
Turkey and Greece. 


He concluded one conversation 
with the 


haughty observation that if such assistance is 
not forthcoming "the U. S. can go to hell." 


Actually, a large flow of U. S. dollars is 


pouring into Iran. American oil interests are 
paying out millions monthly, and the U. S. 
government is spending large sums. 
It has 


just completed a $500,000 engineering survey 
for Iran. 
Strained Relations 
Behind-the-scenes, diplomatic relations be- 


tween the U. S. and Iran are at the lowest 
ebb since the 20's, when the state department 
deported a member of the Iranian legation for 
smuggling opium. 


Curious aspect of the current strained re- 


lations is that Shah Mohammed Riza Pahlevi 
is making a state visit to Washington this fall. 
His mother and several other members of his 
family already are in the U. S. Authorities are 
at loss as to the reason for Iranian gruffness. 


Iran put on a huff last month at the turn- 


down of an opium scheme. 


Famine conditions exist in Azerbaijan, the 


northwest Iranian province. Despite large oil 
royalties, Iran asked the U. S. for 200,000 tons 
of free grain. 
When that was refused, Iran 


proposed to swap opium for the wheat. 


U. S. narcotics commissioner Harry Anslin- 


ger vehemently objected. 


He cited the fact that Iran is the most fla- 


grant exporter of illegal opium in the world, 
and has persistently defied United Nations at- 
tempts to crub this vicious traffic. 
Also, that 


due to these notorious violations, the U. S. 
ceased buying medicinal opium from Iran. 
Anslinger's forthright protests blocked the swap 
scheme. 
Public Housing Pal 
During the bitter House debate over the 


President's low-cost public housing bill, one of 
the most acrid foes was Rep. Gene Cox, D., Ga. 
At one point, his trigger-temper flared to where 
he struck Rep. Aclolph Sabbath, aged dean of 
the chamber. 


But Cox sang another tune the other day 


at the public housing administration. 


Officials of Albany, Ga., his home town, ap- 


peared at PHA to sign up for a housing pro- 
ject under the new act. 
Albany is the first 


small town to get such a development. 
And 


right up in front to get his picture and name 
in the papers was Cox — who had so violently 
fought the legislation. 


Note 
Since the enactment of the measure, 


PHA has been flooded with applications for 
low-cost housing projects, many of them from 
the home towns of congressmen and senators 
who tried to kill the bill.

The Doctor Says 


Twisting of th e Eyeball in 
Any Plane Causes Astigmatism 


The eyeball is shaped much like 


a sphere. The rays of light come 
through the circular part of the 
eye, called the pupil. Any twist- 
ing of the eyeball in any plane 
will cause the rays of light also 
to become twisted and out of focus. 


In all cases of astigmatism there 


is an inability of the eye to focus 
the parallel rays of light which 
enter it. In other words these rays 
of light do not come together at 
the same point in the back of the 
eye. 
This means that a person 


who has astigmatism sees things 
all blurred. Instead of having a 
clear image of what he is looking 
at, the object appears fuzzy and 
irregular. 
Plane Needs Correction 


The correction of astigmatism 


requires finding out for each eye 
just what change there has been 
in the curvature and which plane 
is out of order. 
Then the lens 


for the glasses is prescribed and 
ground to correct the planes which 
are in error and to bring the par- 
allel rays of light to a single focal 
point in the back of the eye so 
that the image of what is seen 
again becomes clear-cut. 


Skill and training is necessary 


to find out just what is the matter 
and to prescribe exactly the type 


of glasses needed to correct the 
error. Special instruments are re- 
quired and in most cases doctors 
place a drop of atropine or some- 
think like it in the eye which 
causes the pupil to become dilatec 
and makes the examination of the 
error more simple and more ac- 
curate. 


It would be interesting to know 


if astigmatism is increasing, de- 
creasing, or _ staying the same in 
frequency. Also, it would be nici 
to know more about its causes.

For Coal Miners 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—(JP)—

Most of the nation's 400000 soft 
coal miners will work only two 
days next week by order of John 


Lewis. 
The United Mine Workers' chief 


telegraphed an order to that ef- 
fect today to more than 2.500 
local branches east ot the Missi- 
ssippi. 


However, most industry and un- 


ion representatives east of the 
Lewis telegram does not mean the 
union boss intends to cut the 
present three-clay week in the 
coal fields to a two-day week. 


They said they arc confident 


that the instructions apply only 
to next week and were issued be- 
cause Monday is Labor Day, a 
national holiday. 


Lewis put the three-day week 


into effect for coal diggers east 
of the Mississippi when the UMW 
:ontract with the soft-coal indus- 
try expired last June 30. 


By ordering a two-day week 


next week, Lewis will be taking 
another 2,500,000 tons ol soft coal 
from the national stockpile. The 
heavy reserves which were on 
hand when the contract expired 
at the end of June put Lewis at 
a disadvantage at the bargaining 
table. That reserve was estimat- 
ed at a 90-days' supply.

To Red Army 


Fled as Refugee 
Last October And 
Came to America

VIENNA, Austria, Aug. 31—(JP) 


—Soviet pilot Anatole 
Barstov 


voluntarily returned today to the 
Red Army from which he fie 
as a political refugee last October 


In a brief ceremony at th 


zonal demarcation line, America 
authorities handed him over to 
group of Russian officers. 


The transfer was made on th 


bridge linking Linz in the U. S 
zone with Urfahr in the Russia 
zone. The transfer took place onl 
a few miles from the America 
airbase where Barsov and tw 
other Russian airmen crash-land 
ed in a twin-engined bomber las 
Oct. 9. 


Before formally turning Barso 


over to the Russians, the Ameri 
cans gave him a final chance 
change his mind. The Russian flie 
stuck to the decision he had mad 
July 28 when he told the Sovie 
embassy in Washington he "re 
pented" his desertion and wante 
to go back to Russia. 


Barsov was flown here from 


the U. S. Aug 24. This mornin 
American army " authorities 
re 


ceived instructions from the Stat 
Department to return Barsov 
the proper Russian authorities. 


Barsov and his navigator Plot 


Pirogov flew their bomber from 
an airbase in the western Ukrain 
after what they said was mor 
than a year of planning. The 
were accompanied by a Russia 
sergeant who was handed back t 
the Soviet authorities at his owi 
request. 


The two officers were taken t 


the United States last February. 


In a news conference at Lin 


after the plane crashed here Bar 
sov said he was opposed to th 
Communist ideology although h 
had been a candidate for part 
membership. He said all Russia: 
officers must apply for member 
ship or Jace serious investigation

How to Play Canasta: 3 
'Frozen* Pack Stymies Player 
*/ 
j 


BY WILLIAM E. McKENNEY

"Freezing" the pack is one of 


the handicaps in Canasta. 


The pack is frozen in several 


methods: first, when the cards are 
dealt, the top card of the stock 
pile is turned over to form the 
pack. If this card is a red trey, 
deuce or a joker, it freezes the 
pack, and another card must be 
turned over from the stock pile 
If this card also is a red trey, 
deuce or a joker, another card 
from the. stock pile must be turn- 
ed over to cover it. 


This process is continued until 


some card other than a red trey, 
deuce or joker is turned up. The 
red trey, deuce or joker is slid 
under the edge of the discard pile 
with part of it left protruding. 
Thus, everybody is reminded that 
the pack is frozen. 


The pack or discard pile is 


frozen to you until you or your 
partner has made a legal mini- 
mum meld. 


The pack is frozen if during the 


process of play a deuce or a joker 
is discarded. 
It is suggested that 


you place the discarded wild card 
under the edge of the pack or 
tray, so that everyone can see that 
the pack is frozen. When one wild 
card is placed under the edge of 
the pack, if another wild card is 
discarded, it should remain in the 
pack. 


When a player discards a black 


trey, he does not actually freeze 
the pack. He. simply forces the 
next player to draw from the 
stock pile, as at no time can you 
take the top card if it is a black 
trey. However, as soon as the 
black trey is covered with an- 
other card other than 
another 


black trey or deuce or a joker 


(and 
if the pack had not been 


previously frozen) the black trey 
in the discard pile is disregarded, 
as it does- not freeze the pack. 


When a black trey, a deuce, or 


a joker is discarded, it forces the 
| next player to draw from the 


I stock pile. A black trey, a deuce 


j or a joker, even though you have 
two or more of them in your own 
hand, cannot be taken up. 


When the pack is frozen, a 


player cannot take the pack or 
discard pile unless he has two 
natural cards to match the up- 
card. For example, if the up-card 
is a 9-spot, you cannot take the 
frozen pack unless you have two 
natural 9's in your own hand. 


If the pack is not frozen, you 


can take the pack if you have n 
your hand a wild card and one 
natural card that matches the up- 
card of the pack. But remember 
that unless you or your partner 
has made an initial meld (of the 
required minimum) the pack is 
frozen to you. • 


When the pack is not frozen 


you may add the up-card of the 
discard pile to one of your melds 
The balance of the pack is then 
put in your hand. When the pack 
is frozen, you cannot take the 
pack by placing the upcard on on 
of your melds. 


When you intend to take the 


discard pile by matching it with 
cards in your hand,' you mus' 
place the two cards in your hanc 
on the table and then take the 
up-card of the -discard pile anc 
place it with those two. After a 
correct meld is made by using the 
up-card of the pack, the balance 
of the pack is then placed in your 
hand, and you can add to other 
melds or make as many more 
melds as you desire.

First Major 
Battle Fought 
In Bolivia 


Government Wins 
Over Rightists At 
Cochabamba 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Aug. 31—-(£>) 
•Bolivia's general staff announc- 


ed a victory at Cochabamba last 
night in the Army's first major 
battle with rightist rebels trying 
to overthrow the government. 


The announcement said all re- 


sistance had ended in the 'city of 
90,000, which lies 150 miles south- 
east of La Paz. 


It said government forces would 


not occupy Cochabamba until to- 
morrow, however, to avoid "prob- 
able disturbances." 


Two 
thousand 
government 


troops launched the attack this 
morning after the government had 
called up all men 19 to 50 to put 
down a four-day-old revolt that 
threatened to plunge Bolivia into 
civil war. 


Cochabamba was one of three 


important 
cities seized by the 


rebels 
in 
widespread uprisings 


Saturday in the Andes mountains 
tin mining region. 


The revolt is led by the Nat- 


ional Revolutionary party (MNR) 
of the late President Gualberto 
Villaroel. 


The government forces attacked 


after three bombing raids. They 
quickly swept over "La Coron- 
illa," a dominating hill on the 
southwestern outskirts, and drove 
into, the suburbs. 


The rebels put. up desperate, 


last-ditch resistance around the 
main 
railway 
station, pouring 


rifle fire 
into the 
government 


forces from rooftops and windows. 


Tonight's victory announcement 


followed La Paz' first direct taste 
of the conflict today. Two rebel 
planes dropped mortar shells on 
La Paz' Army air field and mili- 
tary college. The blasts caused 
more excitement than damage.
